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Clinton approves surveys for annexation

The Clinton City Council voted 
on Monday night to survey four 
areas outside Clinton for possible 
annexation, out of the five that were 
originally proposed. The four areas 
to be surveyed were described as 
Grubbs Subdivision, Highway 51 S., 
Sublette Subdivision, and Highway 
58. 

With all six members present for 
the meeting, the council split the 


vote on three of the four locations, 
with the Highway 51 S. being the 
only portion approved unanimously. 
Councilmembers Betty Morrow and 
Laura Poole voted against surveying 
Grubbs Subdivision, Sublette 
Subdivision, and Highway 58. The 
council voted unanimously against a 
proposal to survey East Clay Street 
for annexation. 

Mayor Phyllis Campbell said that 
there will be four separate annexation 
ordinances, one for each of the 


proposed areas. Her reasoning for 
this is so that one subdivision can’t 
be outvoted by another subdivision, 
and not all of the areas have to be 
annexed if some areas are against it. 

She said that once the surveys of 
these four areas are conducted and 
approved, the city council will have 
to begin the process of adopting the 
ordinances to annex the areas, with 
the first reading of the ordinances 
expected to come in early September. 
The city council will hold two public 


readings of the ordinance at two 
separate meetings before voting. If 
approved after the second reading, 
residents opposing the annexation 
will have 60 days after publication 
to sign and submit a petition. If more 
than half of the people in an affected 
area have signed a petition against 
annexation, the issue will go on the 
ballot in the next general election. 
Only those in that specific area will 
be able to vote in regards to that 
annexation. 


If no petition meeting the required 
criteria is submitted within 60 days, 
the annexation goes into effect. If 
the petition is submitted and in the 
election, the people vote for the 
annexation, the annexation will go 
into effect after the election. If the 
majority of voters in the affected 
area vote against the annexation, no 
more attempts to annex any part of 
that area will be allowed for the next

Ruby Faye’s re-opens 
in new location

Six months after slipping into a 
retirement of working “only 12-hour 
days,” Gordon Samples has reopened 
Ruby Faye’s Bar-B-Que at 415 S. 
Washington in Clinton, former home 
of B-Maws, Forever Fit gym, and most 
recently The Trading Post Cafe. 

Samples said Monday that he’s 
only known about the possibility of 
re-opening for about a month, and 
didn’t know it was going to happen 
for sure until last Wednesday. He said 
that Rhonda Turner, who owned and 
operated The Trading Post through 
lunch this past Sunday, was having 
health issues that forced her out of the 
industry. Turner turned the building 
over at 2 p.m. on Sunday to Samples, 
who served lunch at the restaurant less 
than 24 hours later. 

Samples operated Ruby Faye’s across 


from Hutson, Inc. on S. Washington 
until December 28 of last year, when 
he sold the property to Burgess Bros. 
Grain Company and scaled back to 
catering only. 

“The dust was killing us,” Samples 
said, referring to the dust that came 
from the neighboring grain operation. 
“It got to where people couldn’t come 
in and eat lunch without their car being 
covered in dust by the time they were 
done.” 

Samples admits that there isn’t as 
much parking at his new location, but 
it’s good to be away from the dust. He 
plans to adorn the walls with local art 
that artists submit and hope to sell. 

“We have some great artists around 
here,” he said, “and I’d like to help 
them sell their work.” Samples said 
that he would put their work on display 
with a visible price tag. If a customer 
likes a particular piece of art, they 


can buy it and hang it in their home. 
He will replace sold art with newer 
pieces, so that the scenery is always 
changing. He welcomes local painters, 
photographers, and any artist to submit 
their work for display in the restaurant. 

With six people on staff, including 
himself, Samples said he is still 
looking for more help, mainly in the 
kitchen. Current staffmembers include 
Paige Smith, Becky Meadows, Lacy 
Crass, Christy Irons, Chris Hayden, 
and Samples. 

Guests at the restaurant will find the 
same menu items that were served at 
the former location. Samples said that 
he is planning a grand re-opening in 
early September, at which point he 
will introduce a new menu that may 
not have as many items, but will have 
more specials. Samples hopes that by 
September, signage and decorations 
will be in place. 


Up to 500 
expected at 
courthouse 
Saturday 

Gathering at 3 p.m. for prayer in response 
to marriage ruling by Supreme Court

As many as 500 people are 
expected to gather on the Hickman 
County Courthouse lawn Saturday 
for a moment of prayer at 3 p.m. in 
response to the recent Supreme Court 
ruling on same-sex marriage. This 
will be the second event in Clinton 
of such nature, as approximately 
100 local residents gathered at the 
courthouse on July 4, to show their 
disapproval of the ruling and pray for 
the future of the nation. 

The movement is in response to the 
Friday, June 26, 5-4 Supreme Court 
decision to force all states to recognize 
same-sex marriage - even states 
like Kentucky who had previously 
amended their constitutions to 
explicitly define marriage as between 
one man and one woman. The ruling 
supersedes states’ constitutions and 
forces all states to recognize the 
union. 

“We, as churches, are concerned 
about this new law and what it means,” 
said Kevin Keeling, who organized 
the event two Saturdays ago. Keeling, 
who serves as pastor at New Bethel 
Baptist Church in Fulgham, said that 
he felt that God laid it on his heart on 
Thursday, July 2, to assemble with 
other Christians in prayer. 

“Different churches have differing 
beliefs in some areas,” he said, “but 
this is something most of us can come 
together on.” 


Keeling is also concerned about the 
fact that the Supreme Court’s ruling 
forces county clerks to go against 
Kentucky’s constitution, which they 
swear to uphold when they take office. 

“Now, our county clerk has to 
decide if he’s going to follow the oath 
he swore to uphold the constitution, 
or to follow this new ruling.” Keeling 
referred to the 2004 amendment to the 
Constitution of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky, which added Section 233A 
to the constitution. The amendment, 
approved by 75 percent of Kentucky 
voters, reads, “ Only a marriage 
between one man and one woman 
shall be valid or recognized as a 
marriage in Kentucky. A legal status 
identical or substantially similar 
to that of marriage for unmarried 
individuals shall not be valid or 
recognized. ” 

Keeling estimates that about 100 
people turned out on the courthouse 
lawn on Saturday, July 4, after only 
sending word of the event out on 
Thursday. Seven churches represented 
at the gathering included New Bethel 
Baptist Church, Jackson Chapel, 
Columbus Baptist Church, Beulah 
Baptist Church, First Assembly of 
God, New Harmony Baptist, and 
Cumberland Presbyterian Church. 

Keeling quotes 2 Chronicles 7:14 
as his motivation to gather in prayer. 
The passage reads, “If my people,

Six months after retiring from 
his 26-year post as Hickman 
County Judge Executive, Greg 
Pruitt is now organizing a 
golf scramble fundraiser in 
Ledbetter to benefit the Spastic 
Paraplegia Foundation and rare 
disease research. 

Pruitt, who has Hereditary 
Spastic Paraplegia, or HSP, 
became aware of the nation¬ 
wide Spastic Paraplegia 
Foundation (SPF) and got 
involved a few years ago and 
attended a convention in St. 
Louis. While at the convention, 
Pruitt spoke with a doctor who 
specializes in HSP and similar 
disorders. After hearing about 
Pruitt’s daily life and activity 
level, he told him that if wanted 
to retain any mobility at all, he 
needed to retire and spend more 
time doing therapy in a gym. 

It was this conversation that 
eventually led Pruitt to make 
the decision not to run for re- 
election. Then, in early 2014, 
Pruitt informed Hickman 
County magistrates, officials, 
and media, that he would not 
seek another term as judge 
executive. When he returned 
to his desk that morning after 
the meeting, he had received 
an email from the president 
of SPF asking Pruitt if he 
would be willing to serve on 
the organization’s board of 
directors. He gladly accepted 
the invitation. 

SPF, organized in 2002, is 
the only organization in the 
Americas dedicated to finding 
a cure for HSP and Primary 
Lateral Sclerosis (PLS). The 


primary goal of the organization 
is to find a cure for HSP. Since 
its inception, the not for profit 
organization has funded more 
than $4 million in research 
grants. 

“My involvement in this 
organization is not in hopes that 
we will find a cure in time to 
help me,” Pruitt said last week, 
“but this is hereditary disorder, 
and there’s a 50/50 chance that 
my kids or grandkids have it.” 

There are many different 
types of HSP that have different 
effects. While some people 
with HSP show symptoms from 
birth or early childhood, those 
in Pruitt’s family don’t show 
symptoms until later in life. 

“We think there have been 
11 in our family who have 
had HSP over the last few 
generations,” Pruitt said. 
Pruitt’s father, Donald Pruitt, 
began showing symptoms in 
1973, at the age of 34, and has 
been at ICF since 2008 with 
total immobilization from the 
waist down. HSP didn’t begin 
to impact the younger Pruitt’s 
life until he was about 48, and 
he didn’t really begin to show 
symptoms until several years 
later. 

“Significant advancements 
have been made with research 
over the last decade,” he 
said. Most of the research 
regarding HSP is in the field of 


genetic mutations. Eighty gene 
mutations have been identified, 
and whole genome sequencing 
is expected to play a large role 
in the search for a cure for HSP 
and other genetic disorders. 
There are ways now for young 
people at risk for HSP to have 
their DNA tested and know 
if they have the disorder long 
before they begin to show 
symptoms, but those in Pruitt’s 
family don’t utilize that method 
of detection. 

“The way we approach it 
is to enjoy life, and not worry 
about it,” he said. “If you start 
showing symptoms later in life, 
then you know.” 

It is estimated that about 
20,000 people nationwide have 
HSP, many of which are not 
aware of the Spastic Paraplegia 
Foundation. Over the past 
year, Pruitt has visited several 
neurologists and dropped off 
literature about the Foundation, 
hoping more will get involved 
in the organization that also 
serves as a support group. 

The 4-person golf scramble 
fundraiser will be at Drake 
Creek Golf Club in Ledbetter 
on Saturday, September 19. 
The entry fee is $300 per team, 
which includes green fee, cart 
fee, breakfast, lunch, and four 
shirts. The deadline for teams 
to sign up is August 31, and 
the sponsorship deadline is July

What is HSP? 

Hereditary Spastic 

Paraplegia (HSP) is a group 
of rare, inherited neurological 
disorders. Their primary 
symptoms are progressive 
spasticity and weakness of 
the leg and hip muscles. 
Researchers estimate that 
some 30 different types of 
HSP exist; the genetic causes 
are known for eleven. The HSP 
incidence rate in the United 
States is 20,000 people. The 
condition is characterized by 
insidiously progressive lower 
extremity weakness and 
spasticity. HSP is classified 
as uncomplicated or pure if 
neurological impairment is 
limited to the lower body. HSP 
is classified as complicated 
or complex if other systems 
are involved or if there are 
other neurological findings 
such as seizures, dementia, 
amyotrophy, extrapyramidal 
disturbance, or peripheral 
neuropathy in the absence 
of other disorders such as 
diabetes mellitus. Many 
different names are used for 
HSR

identified in the late 1800s by 
A. Strumpell, a neurologist in 
Heidelberg, Germany.

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Social Security Matters

QUESTION: I’ll be 65 in 
a few months and I want my 
Medicare to start. However, 
I’m currently working part-time 
and living off of savings and I 
would like to delay filing for 
Social Security benefits. Do I 
have to file for Social Security 
just to get my Medicare to kick 
in? 

ANSWER: You do NOT have 
to start your Social Security 
benefits in order to start 
Medicare. In fact, it is important 
that you start Medicare at the 
age of 65 regardless of what 
you are doing with your Social 
Security so as to avoid late 
enrollment penalties (unless 
you have other coverage). 

You will have a 7-month 
initial enrollment period that 
begins 3 months before your 
birthday. In other words, 
if your 65th birthday is on 
May 10, 2015, your initial 
enrollment period will be 
between February 1, 2015 and 
August 31,2015. However, the 
longer you wait after May 1st, 
the later your actual benefits 
will start, which could cause 
a late enrollment penalty and/ 
or a gap in coverage. So even 
though Medicare gives you 7 


months to enroll, you really 
should enroll during the first 
3 months (from February 1st 
through April 30th). 

Just in case you change your 
mind about Social Security 
benefits: If you are getting 
Social Security benefits before 
your 65th birthday, you will be 
automatically enrolled in both 
Medicare Part A and Part B. In 
this case, Medicare will send 
you your insurance card before 
your birthday. As long as these 
are the benefits you want, you 
do not have to do anything. 
Just remember that your Part B 
premium will be deducted from 
your Social Security payment 
unless you specifically request 
another method of payment. 

QUESTION: I’m signed 

up for Medicare for 2015 for 
the first time and I was told 
I’ll be paying a premium of 
$104.90 per month. Em really 
confused. I knew I had to pay 
for prescription drug coverage, 
but I have to pay a premium 
for doctor visits? Why was I 
paying Medicare taxes all those 
years? 

ANSWER: Unfortunately, 

the 2015 premium is $104.90 
even after paying taxes. It can 


be frustrating, so here is how 
your taxes have been broken 
down. First of all, FICA tax 
as we call it, which is named 
for the “Federal Insurance 
Contributions Act,” is 7.65% 
and is paid for by both you and 
your employer (or twice as much 
is paid by someone who is self- 
employed). Most of this (6.2%) 
is for Social Security and the 
rest (1.45%) is to pay Medicare. 
So with this in mind, only 38% 
of Medicare costs are financed 
by payroll taxes. Monthly 
premiums pay for 13% and 
general revenues pay for 40%. 
The remaining amount is paid 
for through additional taxes and 
premiums from higher-income 
beneficiaries, interest, and other 
miscellaneous revenues. 

Medicare Part A is the only 
aspect of Medicare that is 
financed (in part) by payroll 
taxes. As you probably figured 
out when you applied, Part A is 
free (because of your payroll 
taxes), but it only covers major 
medical (which is why it is 
called “hospital insurance”). 
The government uses the 
Hospital Insurance (HI) Trust 
Fund to pay for Part A coverage. 
This is why you have to pay 
for any additional coverage, 


Making summer 
more energy efficient

It’s expected to be a hotter 
summer this year, but don’t 
confine your money-saving 
efforts to the thermostat. 

The warm months can be 
the best time to focus on 
cutting year-round energy 
costs (http://www.eia. 

gov/forecasts/steo/report/ 
electricity .cfm). Free of 
snow, ice and wind, it’s 
easier to spot problems, 
do repairs and budget for 
energy-efficient appliances 
and fix-up projects that can 
save considerable money in 
the future. 

Your first step should be 
better tracking and analysis 
of the energy you buy. The 
most common sources of 
energy spending are home 
utilities and fuel costs for 
vehicles. However, if you 
own a vacation home, 
operate a business within 
your residential space or have 
different vehicles for land or 
water, see if you can separate 
those numbers so you can 
more clearly identify usage 
patterns month to month and 
find ways to cut back. 

Think about an energy 
audit. Whether you do it 
yourself or pay for the 
services of a certified 
professional summer is the 
best time to do a basement-to- 
rooftop energy audit (http:// 
energy.gov/energysaver/ 
articles/professional-home- 
energy-audits). Some utility 
companies have home energy 
audits online so you can see 
where your energy is going. 
Prospective homeowners 
might make an energy audit 
part of their home inspection 
process. According to 
the U.S. Department of 
Energy, in 2014, the average 
American spent 60 percent 
of their energy dollars 
heating rooms and water. 
Another 16 percent goes to 
lighting, cooling and food 
refrigeration. The remainder 
- nearly a quarter of total 
home energy uses - covers 
all miscellaneous energy use 
in the house. 

Then focus on the 
thermostat. In the summer, 
confine heavy air conditioning 
use to the hottest nights, 
and the rest of the time, try 
to set the thermostat a little 
higher than you do now. For 
example, the U.S. Energy 
Department says that setting 
your air conditioning to 78 


degrees instead of 72 can 
save between 6-18 percent 
on your summer cooling bill. 
Before you spend money on a 
programmable thermostat or 
convert your real-time utility 
billing to a budget plan, note 
that some research questions 
their value (https ://today. 
duke .edu/2015/04/autopay). 
First, see how much you can 
save by shutting off vents and 
doors and drawing curtains 
in unused rooms and spaces. 
If you don’t have pets, you 
may consider setting your 
thermostat significantly 
higher than 78 before you 
leave for work. 

Lights out. We’ve all been 
admonished to turn off the 
lights when we leave a room, 
but there are other things we 
can do to capture random, 
or “vampire,” energy waste. 
Sensors, dimmers and timers 
can reduce lighting use, and 
installing power strips can 
keep computers, microwaves, 
cable boxes, DVRs and high- 
end TV sets from sucking 
energy even when they’re 
not turned on. Unplugging 
between uses works too. 
Also, swapping conventional 
incandescent bulbs for 
compact fluorescent bulbs 
(CFLs) can provide lighting 
that lasts longer and saves 
money on replacements. 

Check for tax credits and 
rebates. Make a call to your

such as Part B. This is also 
why Part B and dmg coverage 
are voluntary. You may also 
want to know that the Part B 
premium is determined every 
year so that it covers 25% of 
Part B costs. The premiums are 
deposited into the Supplemental 
Medical Insurance (SMI) Tmst 
Fund and the remaining costs 
(75%) are paid for by general 
revenues. 

So even though it seems like 
your Medicare taxes did not 
pay for anything, they do cover 
your hospital insurance (Part 
A). Most of what you paid in 
FICA taxes is actually for your 
Social Security.

tax professional, check the 
Internal Revenue Service’s 
website (http://www.irs. 
gov/uac/Form-5695,- 
Residential-Energy-Credits) 
and EnergyStar.gov for news 
on residential energy credits 
for specific replacement 
appliances and energy-saving 
improvements to your home. 
Keep in mind that Congress 
traditionally acts late each 
year to renew old credits or 
to approve new ones. 

Consider energy-smart 
landscaping. Keep in mind 
that well-placed trees and 
shrubs can shield a home 
from the sun and the elements 
year-round and potentially 
save 25 percent on energy 
costs annually. 

Cars, gas, and public 
transportation. If you drive, 
consolidate errands, fill up 
your tank at cheaper times 
and consider smartphone 
apps to find low gas 
prices for commuting and 
vacation use. And if you 
don’t regularly use public 
transportation, start testing 
it during the summer. The 
additional walking most 
people do when they take 
public transportation has 
health benefits as well. 

Bottom line: This summer, 
don’t just try to keep cool. 
Save money by changing 
your year-round energy 
behavior.

Paying 
‘Stupid Tax’ 


D ear Dave, 

My husband broke a few ribs and his collarbone a 
couple of years ago when he flipped our ATV. He’s fine 
now, but we still have about $20,000 in medical bills 
because we were both between jobs and didn’t have medical 
coverage when the accident occurred. We also have two credit 
cards, one with a $1,000 balance and the other a $7,000 balance. 
We only have $200 a month we can put toward debt, so where 
should we start?

Dear Sandy, 

Not having health insurance at any time 
of your life is not smart, regardless of being 
between jobs or not. Ouch, what a mess! You 
didn’t tell me what you guys make, but I can 
tell you a few things. 

Number one, you’re probably going to 
have to get your income up. You may have 
to take on a couple of part-time jobs or work 
some overtime. My grandmother used to say, 
“There’s a great place to go when you’re broke 
— to work!” If you only have $200 a month to 
put toward your debt, you’ve got to create some margin, and that 
may be on the income side of things. 

The other thing I’ve found is this: Most people seem to be 
able to magically find money when they feel it’s a life or death 
situation. “Magically” means that you do a budget. You make 
a written game plan where every dollar has a name before the 
month begins. When you write down every dollar, and you and 
your husband sit down and agree on where every dollar is going 
to go, you’re going to have an ah-ha moment that feels like 
you got a raise. If you’re normal, you waste a bunch of money 
because you don’t budget and have a written plan. And normal 
pretty much sucks! 

So, here’s the drill. Start living on a written budget, extra 
work, start working the debt snowball and pay off those debts 
from smallest to largest and don’t even think about a vacation or 
anything else that’s not necessity based until you clean up this 
mess.

Railroaders on a hot 
streak as playoffs approach

The Fulton Railroaders 
continued their 2015 season this 
past week with contests against 
Madisonville, Dubois County, 
and Hopkinsville following a 
pair of rained out games that 
have been rescheduled as future 
doubleheaders. Fulton was 
successful in all three games, 
particularly so during Sunday 
night’s home win over the 
Hoppers that saw homerun hits 
from both rosters, and a grand 
slam from Fulton’s Ramon 
Valdez (#26). The three wins 
allowed the Railroaders to take 
second-place standing from 
Madisonville. Fulton holds a 19 
-13 record. 

After a couple of games 
were rained out due to the mid¬ 
week storms, Fulton traveled 
to Madisonville to take on the 
team they were then fighting 
with for second-place OVL 
standing. The Miners posted 
one more hit and one less error 
than the Railroaders during the 
game, but an outstanding fifth 
inning for Fulton allowed the 
visiting team to take the win. 

The Miners claimed their lone 
run of the competition in the top 
of the fifth, and the Railroaders 
responded with three runs of 
their own. Griffin Neuer (#10) 
walked and was eventually 
sent home from a groundout hit 
from Brad Baldwin (#3). Clay 
Reece (#2) singled and Ramon 
Valdez (#26) walked to give 
the Railroaders two runners on 
base, and both were sent home 
by a double from Kyle Uhrich 
(# 21 ). 

The 3-1 score established in 
the fifth held until the end of the 
game, though Fulton did come 
close to scoring again in the 
sixth, but the drive ended with 
three Railroaders left stranded 
on base. 

Fulton’s week continued 
with a Friday night home game 
against the top-ranked Bombers 
of Dubois County. A pair of 
doubles and singles in the 
second allowed the Bombers to 
establish an early two-run lead, 
but those two runs would prove 
to be the only Bomber points of 
the game. 

The Railroaders remained 
consistent against the Bombers, 
tacking on four, one-run 
innings during the course 
of the contest. One or two 
hits per inning enabled the 
Railroaders to slowly catch up 
to, and ultimately surpass, the 
Bombers. The game ended in a 
4-2 win for Fulton. 

The final game of the week 
was a Sunday night home game 
against the Hoppers which 
proved to be a showing of 
offensive prowess from both 
dugouts. 

Chandler Amason (#27) 
started on the mound for Fulton, 
and he had some successful 
innings as the lead thrower, in 
spite of giving up two homerun 
hits to the Hoppers’ Kyle 


Hubbuch in the second and 
fourth. 

Amason struckout the first 
Hopper of the game and forced 
a fly ball to Reece in left field, 
and a groundout hit to Baldwin 
at second. Fulton had similar 
problems getting started in the 
first, which saw Reece claim 
a single and make his way to 
third, but ultimately not score as 
Uhrich struckout swinging on a 
full count. 

The first homerun hit of the 
game from Hubbuch came in 
the top of the second. Clay had 
made his second catch of the 
game and one Hopper had been 
walked when the fifth-slotted, 
designated hitter approached 
the plate. Hubbuch reared back 
and cracked a hit over the right 
field fence to give the Hoppers 
the early lead. 

Valdez stepped up to the 
plate for Fulton to answer 
Hubbuch’s hit, and was walked. 
A groundball hit from short 
stop Drew Greenwood (#13) 
advanced Valdez, and then a 
single from Kipp Moore (#15) 
sent Valdez home, making the 
score 1-2 going in to the third. 

A groundball was successfully 
fielded by Moore, and another 
hit to left field was caught by 
Reece to close the top of the 
third with one Hopper left 
stranded, and then Fulton began 
its offensive surge. 

Reece and Neuer singled to 
start the bottom of the third, 
and then Baldwin sent a fly 
ball to a Hopper glove. Uhrich 
singled to load the bases for the 
Railroaders, and then Valdez 
approached the plate. With the 
bases loaded and one out on the 
board, Valdez braced himself, 
swung, connected, and sent 
the ball over the fence for a 
Railroader grand slam, and the 
fun for Fulton did not end there. 

Greenwood singled and 
Moore walked to keep the spark 
alive, and then the catcher, 
Lucas Eliason (#1), walked. 
The bases were again loaded 


and there was still only one 
out on the board when Jacob 
Elliott (#8) approached the 
plate. Elliott sent a hit near, 
but not over, the fence, with 
just enough clearance to claim 
a single and allow Greenwood 
to score, but a wild throw to 
the infield allowed Moore to 
keep going, thereby turning the 
connection in to a double for 
two RBIs. 

By the end of the third, the 
Railroaders were on top 7-2. 

Amason continued pitching 
for Fulton in the fourth even as 
Hubbuch approached the plate 
in an eerily similar scenario. 
The Hoppers had one out on 
the board with one runner on 
base when the designated hitter 
came up in the lineup, and 
Hubbuch again slammed a two- 
run homerun to make the score 
7-4 going in to the bottom of 
the fourth. 

In the bottom of the inning, 
Fulton continued blasting hits, 
in spite of the fact that the 
Hoppers had swapped control 
of the mound. 

Baldwin and Uhrich singled 
and Valdez was walked to load 
the bases for Fulton with no 
outs on the board, and then 
Greenwood cracked a single 
that sent Baldwin home. Moore 
followed with a similar hit for an 
RBI, and then Eliason grounded 
out while also claiming an RBI. 
Elliott also grounded out, and 
his hit allowed Greenwood to 
score. 

At the end of the fourth, the 
score was 11 - 4 in Fulton’s 
favor. 

The fifth inning was stagnant 
when compared to the third and 
fourth innings of this game, and 
then the Hoppers ignited another 
spark in the sixth as Amason 
was winding down. A double, a 
walk, and a hit Hopper loaded 
the bases for Hopkinsville 
and forced Fulton to hand the 
mound over to Logan Parrett 
(#14), who had a rough start 
as he hit the first Hopper he 


threw to. The following Hopper 
claimed a single for two RBIs, 
making the score 11-7 going 
in to the bottom of the sixth, 
and Fulton was unable to tack 
on any more runs at this time. 

Parrett forced groundouts to 
Moore and to himself in the 
seventh to prevent the Hoppers 
from scoring. 

In the bottom of the seventh, 
Reece began the drive by 
reaching first on a Hopper 
error. Neuer followed with a 
single, and then Baldwin’s hit 
was again caught. Uhrich, the 
fourth-slotted designated hitter, 
claimed the final homerun of 
the game when he followed 
Baldwin. The over-the-fence 
hit made the score 14 - 7 in 
Fulton’s favor, and that score 
held until the top of the ninth 
when Pitching Coach Tyler 
Saltsman sent in his final relief 
pitcher, Kyle Ward (#6). 

Ward had some trouble getting 
started in the ninth, allowing 
two Hoppers to claim singles 
before producing a strikeout. 
Another Hopper was walked 
to load the bases, and then a 
groundout hit secured an RBI 
for Hopkinsville. A subsequent 
groundball was sent to Ward, 
who successfully fielded the hit 
and ended the game in a 14-8 
Railroader victory. 

Valdez claimed four RBIs for 
the game while Uhrich posted 
three. 

Fulton will conclude its 
regular season action and 
begin prepping for playoffs 
in the coming days. The team 
will travel to Owensboro, 
Madisonville, and Dubois 
County July 14, 15, and 16 
respectively. The team will 
then host Hopkinsville in a 
doubleheader beginning at 5 
July 17, and will then host 
Owensboro and the Hoppers 
July 20 and 21 to end the 
regular season.

State officials urge HPV 
vaccinations for youth 


New educational 
campaign to promote 
vaccine, stop spread of 
HPV 

Lieutenant Governor Crit 
Luallen joined public health 
officials and advocates in 
Frankfort to unveil Kentucky’s 
new “Stop HPV” campaign. 
The public awareness campaign, 
which launches statewide July 
20, aims to encourage parents 
to get their children vaccinated 
against the sexually transmitted, 
cancer-causing human 

papillomavirus (HPV). 

The campaign will feature 
television, radio and print 
advertisements promoting the 
benefits of the vaccine, which 
is recommended for 11- and 
12-year-old boys and girls to 
prevent HPV infection. The 
advertisements, developed and 
produced by Louisville-based 
Doe Anderson, will be placed 
in media markets throughout the 
state. The campaign is funded 
through a $500,000 grant from 
the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention. 

“As parents, we want to do 
everything we can to protect our 
children, and the HPV vaccine 
does exactly that by significantly 
reducing a child’s risk of getting 
HPV-related cancer,” said Lt. 
Gov. Luallen. “If you want to 
know more, particularly if you 
have children between the ages 
of 11 and 12 years old, we 
strongly encourage you to talk 
to your health care provider and 
make a plan to get your child 
vaccinated. It will protect your 
child and help us stop HPV.” 

“The HPV vaccine is one 
of the most powerful tools we 
have to help us prevent cancer 
and reach our goal of reducing 
cancer deaths. Yet many children 


in Kentucky aren’t being 
vaccinated,” said Gov. Steve 
Beshear. “We are excited to 
launch the Stop HPV campaign 
so more parents can learn about 
the benefits of the HPV vaccine 
and more children in Kentucky 
will be protected.” 

HPV is an extremely common 
virus and serious health risk. 
Certain strains of the virus cause 
cervical and other cancers and 
diseases. Cervical cancer kills 
more women in Kentucky than 
many other parts of the country. 

“Immunizations are the 
cornerstone of the American 
public health system and have 
prevented the spread of numerous 
infectious diseases. Like all 
other vaccines, the HPV vaccine 
is safe, effective and should be 
utilized for the protection of the 
public’s health,” said Cabinet 
for Health and Family Services 
Secretary Audrey Tayse Haynes. 
“We look forward to the day 
when the HPV vaccine is a 
routine part of adolescent health 
and all Kentuckian children are 
protected from the HPV virus.” 

The HPV vaccine is identified 
in the kyhealthnow strategies for 
reducing cancer deaths with a 
target of increasing vaccination 
rates by 25 percent. Currently, 
only 27 percent of Kentucky’s 
adolescent females 13 to 17 
years old have received the 
recommended three doses of the 
HPV vaccine, and 19 percent of 
boys have received one dose of 
vaccine. 

Dr. Hatim Omar, a professor 
of pediatrics, obstetrics and 
gynecology at the University 
of Kentucky (UK) College 
of Medicine and chief of the 
division of adolescent medicine, 
runs an adolescent health clinic 
at UK. He said rates for HPV 
vaccination among his patients 
are nearly 100 percent. 


“In reality, almost everyone 
will get one or more types of 
HPV at some point in their lives 
and, in some, the virus will cause 
genital warts, cervical, vulvar, 
penile, oral and other cancers,” 
said Dr. Omar. “The vaccine is

safe and effective in preventing 
70-90 percent of these diseases, 
which makes it a no-brainer 
to have everyone eligible 
immunized. Furthermore, some 
babies will get HPV during 
pregnancy, so it is crucial to 
vaccinate future moms to protect 
their babies.” 

According to the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention, 
about 79 million Americans are 
currently infected with HPV, and 
about 14 million people become 
newly infected each year. HPV 
is so common that most men and 
women will get at least one type 
of HPV at some point in their 
lives. 

The target demographic for 
the HPV vaccine is children 
who are 11 or 12 years old. 
Teen boys and girls who did 
not get the vaccine when they 
were younger should request 
it from their provider now. 
Young women can get the HPV 
vaccine through age 26, and 
young men can get vaccinated 
through age 21. Certain other 
high-risk populations may be 


recommended to get the vaccine 
through age 26, if they did not 
get HPV vaccine when they 
were younger. 

The HPV vaccine includes 
three injections given over 
the course of a year. Shots 
are given in the arm and, like 
most injections, can produce 
some minor discomfort. These 
common side effects go away 
on their own and include pain, 
redness at injection site and 
soreness of the arm from the 
shot, mild or moderate fever and 
headache. Many people who get 
the HPV vaccine have no side 
effects at all. 

If you are insured, health 
plans also cover the cost of the 
HPV vaccine. The Vaccines for 
Children (VFC) program helps 
families of eligible children 
who might not otherwise have 
access to vaccines. The program 
provides vaccines at no cost 
to doctors who serve eligible 
children. Children younger than 
19 years of age are eligible 
for VFC vaccines if they are 
Medicaid-eligible, American 
Indian or Alaska Native or have 
no health insurance. To learn 
more see VFC program. 

The HPV vaccine is offered in 
a variety of health care settings, 
including family practice and 
pediatric providers. Local health 
departments also provide the 
vaccine. If you are unsure if 
the vaccine is available in your 
community, call your health 
care provider or your local 
health department for more 
information.

five years. 

Only those who own 
property and live in the 
affected area will be able 
to vote on the annexation. 
Those who own property in an 
affected area but do not live in 
the area, such as landlords or 
business owners, will not be 
able to vote in regards to the 
annexation. 

Since the annexations will 
be approached in separate 
ordinances, each annexation 
will progress on its own, 
without being affected 
by actions taken on other 
annexations. For instance, if 
more than half of the residents 
in Grubbs Subdivision sign a 
petition against the annexation 
affecting their area within 
60 days of the ordinance’s 
passage, and those in Sublette 
Subdivision do not, the 
ordinance to annex Grubbs 
will go on the ballot in the 
next general election, for the 
resident landowners of Grubbs 
subdivision to vote on, but 
the annexation for Sublette 
Subdivision would go into 


effect after the initial 60 days. 
The success or failure of one 
annexation does not affect 
another annexation. 

In other business, Mayor 
Campbell opened bid for two 
surplus property police cars. 
The high bidder was Jim 
Long, who will pay $410 each 
for the two vehicles. 

The council opened audit 
bids but voted to table the 
selection until their next 
meeting, due to questions and 
concerns. 

The council conducted the 
first reading of the ordinance 
for mandatory trash pick-up. 
The second reading and vote 
on the ordinance will occur at 
their next meeting on August 
3 at 6 p.m. 

The council passed a 
resolution to accept the 
Community Development 
Block Grant proposal for 
Clinton Apartments. The 
city will apply for funds to 
make improvements to the 
apartments, including making 
them ADA compliant.
